OF ETCIAU MINUTES 


First Day, Wednesday, Sept. 24, 1902. 


Opening Service—The twenty-seventh annual session of the 
Southern California Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
assembled in Pomona, Bishop Isaac W. Joyce, presiding. 

The Bishop read Scripture selections from Isaiah and Matt. 26: 
“Alas, and Did My Savior Bleed,’ was sung. 

A most impressive communion service followed, led by the 
Bishop, assisted by the Presiding Elders, and closed with prayer 
by Bishop Joyce. 


Roll Call—The Secretary of the last session, E J. Inwood, called 
the roll, and 130 answered to their names. The Conference stood 
while the Roll of Our Honored Dead was called. 


Secretaries—On motion of W. A. Knighten, E. J. Inwood was 
re-elected Secretary, and nominated as his assistants, Geo. A. Miller 
and H. W. White. 

C. M. Ross was elected Statistical Secretary. 

W. F. Wenk was re-elected Railroad Secretary. 


Treasurer—F.. D. Mather was elected Treasurer, and nominated 
as his assistants, E. Hoskyn and C. P. Wilson. 


Standing Committees—G. F. Bovard read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Nominations of standing committees for 1902, which was 
adopted. (See list.) 


Rules of Order—The Rules of Order of last year were adopted 
with the following changes: 

On motion of F. D. Mather, rule 24 was stricken out. 

Rule 3 was amended to read 8:30 instead of 8. 

On motion of A. Inwood, rule 23 was amended by adding that 
executive session be held each day from 11 to 12 a.m., if necessary. 
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Bar of the Conference—The Bar of the Conference was fixed at 
six rows of seats from the altar. 


Conference Stewards—A. W. Adkinson, J. C. Elliott, J. M. Rich, 
S. H. Enyeart, I. L. Spencer, N. J. Burton were elected Conference 
Stewards. 


Memorial Services—The Conference Memorial Service was held 
according to program, B. C. Cory in the chair. After the singing of 
“Asleep in Jesus,” J. C. Healy led in prayer. 

The memoir of Dr, A. C. Williams was read by W. R. Goodwin, 
and that of Mrs. A. A. Holden by B. C. Cory. “Forever with the 
Lord” was sung. Bishop Joyce closed the service with appropriate 
words of comfort and of hope. 


Drafts—A draft of $470.00 on the Book Concern, and $22.00 on 
the Charter Fund were presented by Bishop Joyce,-and on motion 
were ordered paid to F. D. Mather, Treasurer. 


Apportionments—Apportionments were announced to the Con- 
ference by the Bishop as follows: 

For Freedman’s Aid, $1500. 

For General Conference expenses, $1200, and said amounts were 
referred to the Presiding Elders for apportionment to the charges. 


Church Extension—The following resolution by T. C. Miller 
was adopted: 


“Whereas, the General Committee of the Church Extension So- 
ciety did in last November recommend a donation of $15,000 for pur- 
chasing Simpson Auditorium for the University on condition that 
$10,000 should be raised within the bounds of this Conference; 
and, whereas, large collections for church extension have been se- 
cured on the strength of said recommendation; and, whereas, the 
Board of Church Extension have failed to carry out the reeommen- 
dation of the General Committee; therefore, 

“Resolved—First, that these collections shall be applied to the 
purpose for which they were secured—the purpose of the Audi- 
torium. 

Second—As 12 cents per member of last year’s enrollment will 
more than meet the usual claim of the Church Extension Society 
against this Conference, therefore pastors should not give more than 
12 cents per member of these collections for said society. 

“Third—As the claim for General Education is 25 cents per 
member, in case the church extension and educational collections 
have been combined, the pastors should pro rata the claims in the 
ratio of 25 cents for education and 12 cents for church extension. 
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Introductions—The following visiting brethren were introduced: 
Rey. J. N. Beard, California Conference; John Stafford, Minnesota; 
Dr. Wagner, Baltimore; W. C. Botkin, Northern Indiana; F. M. 
Moody, New York East; M. H. Plumb, Rock River. 


Question XIII was called. J. B. Green, Presiding Elder, Fresno 
District, called, his character passed, and he read the following re- 
port: 


FRESNO DISTRICT. 


I present this report with joyful thanksgiving to God, that His 
presence has been with us, and His favor upon us; with loving re- 
gard to the brethren who have helped make the work a pleasure, 
and with grateful praise for some measure of success achieved by 
our church. 

Every pastor went to the work assigned to him one year ago 
and each continued at it during the year, except one, C. W. Wooley 
of Kern City, who went East in April last, and was later trans- 
ferred to the Kentucky Conference, and W. C. Botkin was trans- 
ferred to us from the Indiana Conference in exchange for him, the 
latter arriving about the first of August. In the interim, a local 
preacher, J. T. C. Smith, supplied the charge with great success. 
Epworth was very acceptably supplied by F. W. Downs of the Colo- 
rado Conference. G. S. Madden of the East Ohio Conference did 
most excellent work as supply on the Hueneme Circuit. 

There was severe illness in the families of C. B. Husted, San 
Miguel; G. E. Foster, Bakersfield; F. HE. Fisher, Visalia; J. C. 
Elliott, Lompoc, and A. Hardie, of Pine, and M. A. Meagher, Go- 
leta, were in poor health during much of the year. But all our 
homes were spared any fatalities. 

The rank and file of our men merit commendation for diligence, 
devotion and loyalty. They deserve appreciation for the high grade 
of services which they have so faithfully given to the work. I re- 
joice in them and boast of them. I would signally fail in the grate- 
ful dues to the wives and children of our parsonages, did I not note 
their excellency of conduct, helpfulness of labor, and influence 
among the people, and their hospitality. Their contribution to the 
real success of the year was very great. I could not procure accu- 
rate statistics for this report, but from what I have gathered I be- 
leve we have made growth of membership and have substantial in- 
crease in the total of our benevolent collections. 

Arroyo Grande had a year of marked success. A new founda- 
tion was put under the church and the building was repainted and 
papered inside, and the parsonage repaired at a cost of $250. 
Benevolent apportionments were met and no debts are unpaid. 

Bakersfield will report nearly full benevolent collections, a 
handsome increase in membership, over one hundred accessions, 
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more than sixty of whom are newly converted. Soul saving was the 
key note of the year’s work. 

Bardsdale Circuit did well in its collections. The basement of 
the Bardsdale Church was finished at a cost of $125.00. 

Fillmore, on this circuit, seems as yet to be impervious to our 
services, but we hope for better conditions there in the future. 

Haston had a year of pleasant and prosperous work. I believe 
it can be greatly strengthened by adding a new preaching plan, 
Oleander, to which our pastor has recently gone on the invitation of 
the people. Estrella and Shandon improved their churches by re- 
papering them, and had a very good year in all interests of the 
work. 

Goleta passed safely through a crisis in its history. Internal dis- 
sensions threatened its existence, but a few members withdrew and 
left the body harmonious and hopeful. 

Grangeville made good progress, increasing some in member- 
ship and amount of collections. Substantial repairs were made on 
the parsonage property. 

Hueneme Circuit includes the town of that name. Montalvo and 
Saticoy. Each society met all current obligations. The people are 
more united and hopeful than for several years. 

Kern City had experience with three pastors during the year. 
With such a fragmentary administration some of the current col- 
lections have necessarily suffered. But in membership, congrega- 
tion and constituency, the charge was never better than now. 

Kernville Circuit consists of three appointments in the heart of 
the Sierras, in Kern county. The membership is small, but the 
people are appreciative. Good congregations and collections nearly 
or quite up to the minimum of apportionments, mark the year’s 
work. The building of an immense electrical power plant on the 
river five miles below Kernville will bring several millions of money 
and hundreds of laborers and other employés into that neighbor- 
hood. This circuit will be a more important field next year than it 
has been in the past. The church at Kernville was painted and 
new altar furnishings added to it. 

Lompoc had a good year, the congregation being well main- 
tained. The collections were good and some souls were saved and 
some improvements made to the parsonage. 

Oxnard is a thriving charge, which has had considerable 
growth. The parsonage was repainted, the debt materially reduced, 
all benevolent collections paid in full, and pastor and people are in 
great hopes of a revival, for which they are working and praying. 

Paso Robles is one of the most delightful charges. The year 
was one of peace and good-fellowship, of real growth in spiritual 
life, several converts are reported, the property is well cared for, 
and the purchase of a lot for a new parsonage is now being nego- 
tiated 
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Piru has, I believe, safely passed a crisis brought about by a 
change in the ownership of the Piru ranch and townsite, and a con- 
sequent change of population and constituency. The town and ad- 
jacent oil mining camps have shown their appreciation of the 
church and its ministry, and have made generous response to the 
appeal for benevolences. The church at Piru was thoroughly re- 
finished inside during the year and all bills were promptly paid. 

Porterville is a fine field, and is growing better each year. A 
debt of $50.00 was paid, electric lights put in the church, the trus- 
tees were incorporated, and steps are being taken to clear the title 
to the property. 

Reedly built a new parsonage of six rooms at a cost of $1200, 
about one-third of which is unpaid. The society is progressive, and 
all current claims were well cared for. 

Sanger is quite a small charge, but has done well and is in the 
midst of a thriving community with a good prospect of growth. An 
additional appointment, which has been developed to some extent— 
Del Rey—will be a source of strength next year. Some improve- 
ments were made on the parsonage. 

San Luis Obispo began the year with much of doubt and un- 
certainty. Some conditions of the work there have been very dis- 
couraging. But I can say that patience and faith and hard work 
have won the victory. The town is growing. An old debt of $40 
was paid. New members are joining almost weekly. Men and 
women have been converted. Not old divisions nor some elements 
of fanaticism, nor any other discouragement could keep the pas- 
tor from leading the church to a surer and more hopeful condition 
than obtained a year ago. Heroic sacrifice has been necessary, but 
a good outcome is the result. 

The San Miguel Church purchased the lot formerly held by the 
Church Society people, removed their own building to it, replas- 
tered and repainted the house inside, and now is on the best site in 
town, and is the leading church of the place. The year was one of 
spiritual blessings and temporal prosperity. 

Santa Maria was greatly prospered, will report good collections 
and a new acetylene gas plant was installed in the church. Some 
accessions were made to the membership, and the brethren purpose 
attempting the payment of their old church extension debt during 
the next year. 

Santa Paula had questions of discipline to vex them, which tired 
the wisdom and patience of pastor and people but the best issue 
possible has been reached—the fraternal peace of the charge is 
more perfect than for a long time—a good revival meeting was held, 
and the general condition of the charge is most excellent, Improve- 
ments to the amount of $100 were made on the property. 


Selma has had an enthusiastic and prosperous year; a good re- 
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vival meeting was held; the membership increased; the parsonage 
was repainted and the interior repapered, and the various financial 
obligations met. 

Simi is a difficult circuit that was added to this district one 
year ago. Protracted meetings were held at Chatsworth and Simi 
with some helpful results. Every pastoral and financial interest 
was faithfully attended to, and very creditable collections will be 
reported. ; : 

Tehachapi held bravely on to its exalted position as the highest 
pastoral charge among us. Its financial obligations were met, and 
the people have rejoiced in added efficiency of the pastor since his 
gain of an admirable helpmeet. 

Tulare has suffered from financial depression, owing largely to 
the oppressive taxation of an unwisely planned irrigation district, 
following railroad changes which caused some depletion in the pop- 
ulation. But our church has a commanding position in the commu- 
nity; there are crowds of young people in the congregation, and I 
believe a good future is before that society. 

Ventura has taken on renewed courage. This small society in 
a community which is intensely conservative, but which seemed 
alienated from us, was in dire need of a wise and energetic admin- 
istration, But the few were united and religious, and have rallied 
finely to the support of the pastor and the benevolences, and are 
full of hope for the future. ; 

Visalia is one of our most important charges. Good congrega- 
tions have attended the services, both in Visalia and Farmersville. 
The new building project had considerable attention. A subscrip- 

tion of approximately $5000 was secured. An outline plan for a new 
' church was adopted then progress was stopped to await the issue 
of the season with respect to rain and crops. I am greatly in hopes 
that the next year will see a good church erected in this place. 

Hanford had prosperity. In addition to good collections and the 
meeting of current obligations, some conversions and increase of 
. membership, a new building was completed, at its out-appoint- 
ment, Kings River. The Church Extension Society aided with a 
frontier donation, the people and pastor worked and prayed and 
gave, with the result that a gem of a chapel costing $1200 was dedi- 
cated by Rev. G. A. Miller of Fresno, on September 14th, with every 
dollar of its cost paid. The Kings River class and the Hanford 
people alike deserve commendation, which their pastor should 
largely share. 

At Fresno the year started with a building enterprise. Lots 
were secured in the southwestern part of town and a good mission 
chapel was far enough completed to permit of its use for a thriving 
Sunday School and occasional preaching service, at a cost of over 
$1000, but $75 of which is yet unpaid. We hope for Church Exten-

sion aid in finishing the structure. Two other mission Sunday 
Schools are cared for by our Fresno people. They have 560 Sunday 
School scholars enrolled in their four schools. .A seeming calamity 
came to us in the total destruction of our parent church by fire in 
May last. But good has come out of the evil. The people imme- 
diately united on a plan to build a long-needed home of worship, 
suitable for that thriving society, and in keeping with the impor- 
tance of our position in the town. Offerings were called for, and in 
a little while more than $6000 was given without any personal 
solicitation. This, with insurance money now in hand, and a bal- 
ance of a thousand dollars received in an exchange of property, 
places more than $11,000 at their disposal. A more commodious lot 
was necessary for a new building. The old lots have been sold and 
ample property for both church and parsonage purchased. The new 
site is fine now and prospectively ideal. The parsonage has been 
removed to its new location and refitted for the pastor’s family. 

The plan for the new church was prepared by Mr. H. F. Star- 
buck. It is a model of good taste, beauty, convenience and economy. 
For maximum of good features at a minimum cost, I never saw it 
excelled. Completed, it will cost approximately $20,000. Work on 
the building has been commenced. Thirty-eight conversions are re- 
ported; the collections are all taken in full; the church is more 
united and harmonious than for a long while, and better things yet 
await this aggressive people. All old debts, amounting to $680.00, 
were paid in full. 


SANTA BARBARA. 


Conditions conspired for one of the greatest victories in the 
history of this charge. Every department of the church felt the 
touch of a forceful and vital leadership. The financial condition of 
the charge was more favorable than for several years. A great 
rally day was observed December 5, 1901. J. W. Powell and Dr. A. 
B. Kendig were there to help. It was a day of salvation and gen- 
erous giving. The altars were crowded with penitents, and about 
$9000 was subscribed to meet the old church extension debt, and 
all other outstanding liabilities. Under the terms of the subscrip- 
tion payments are due monthly for three years on a great part of 
it, but already $3000 has been collected, of which $2500 goes to the 
‘Church Extension Board. The membership has increased, the 
benevolent collections are nearly or quite up to the apportionment, 
and every interest of the church shows a year of great success. 


SPANISH WORK. 
Immediately after last Conference it was arranged to administer 
the affairs of the E] Rio Mission in connection with the work in Los 
Angeles District, and due report will be made of the same. 
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REVIVAL WORK. 


The most notable revival of the year was at Tulare in which the 
pastor was assisted by Evangelist C. F. Reed. Bakersfield had the 
greatest number of conversions, the most of them through direct 
pastoral work. Excellent meetings were held at Selma, Santa 
Paula, San Luis Obispo, San Miguel, Sanger, Grangeville, Porter- 
ville, Bardsdale, Simi and Sespe. Indeed, nearly every charge held 
protracted meetings with more or less beneficent results. We 
thank God for tokens of His favor in many conversions, for the 
comparatively high equipment of our brethren for this holiest of 
all work, while we point to the need of a yet fuller endowment for 
this supreme duty of turning the world to Christ. A passion for 
souls is rarer than it should be, and is a more valuable qualification 
for our ministry than it is usually estimated. 

The largest proportion of the unconverted and non-church 
members is composed of youth and children. If the church con- 
tinues to have rapid growth it must take more effective provisions 
for the actual religious profession and church membership of our 
youth and children. I have put great emphasis on evangelistic work 
in the Sunday School and our pastors, and Sunday School workers 
are beginning to respond to our appeal. A crusade in this cause 
would be worthy the labors of the greatest apostle among us. 

Our Epworth Leagues are doing a good work. A great sub- 
district convention was held at Visalia, March 18th and 19th, and 
another very excellent one at Arroyo Grande, August 13th to 16th. 
Our resident Bishop, J. W. Hamilton, was with us at the former 
place with the inspiration of his leadership. 

We had an excellent camp meeting at Arroyo Grande, August 
17-24, conducted by our own men, with some blessed results in 
several conversions, and in broading and deepening the experiences 
of the many believers who attended. 


PROPERTY. 


I have been greatly perplexed as to my duty with reference to 
titles by which our church properties are held. Many of them are 
defective. I began a systematic investigation of titles, but was un- 
able to complete it this year. The following statements are ap- 
proximately correct. We have forty-nine church properties and 
twenty-six parsonages held under sixty-eight different conveyances. 
I am sure that not more than about a dozen actually convey the 
property to the corporations or trustees now claiming the title. 

The brethren incurred the expense of incorporating their church 
in twenty-six cases. In at least twelve of these cases they defeated 
the purpose of their incorporation by having their properties con- 
veyed to individually named trustees, and their corporations do not, 
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and never did hold a foot of land. The discipline is very plain in 
its instructions to trustees as to a safe method to pursue in 
securing title to our properties, but it seems that the brethren and 
their legal advisors persistently fail to read, or they misread 
paragraph 307, which is the one we ought to be led by in this state. 

The people have nearly all moved away from Waukena. Heroic 
and self-sacrificing labor on the part of the pastor, J. C. Elkins, 
and his wife, has continued the work, but unless we can strengthen 
it by adding to it some adjacent community, we must abandon it. 

Traver City has proved to be wrongly located, and is now almost 
fatally depleted. We have a little property and a very few members. 
How to continue the pastoral supply is not apparent. Delano is 
another isolated and retrograde community; our few people are as 
loyal and brave as can be found, but unable to support a man. 

Yet from Kern City to Tulare, sixty miles of scattered, but 
some of them important communities along the Southern Pacific 
Railroad or adjacent to it, are unsupplied by regular services of 
any kind. In this territory our State employs upwards of a score 
of teachers in the public schools. 

Any young man of good ability in whose heart burns the 
evangelizing spirit which we have boasted of as Methodists, could 
open a circuit, and have a field that would satisfy the ambition of 
an apostle. But the start would be by faith and the labor hard. 
From Fernando to Tehachapi is another strip of 101 miles in similar 
condition. In vain they call for a preacher to come to some of the 
foot-hills communities of Fresno county, east of Fresno and Sanger. 
There is nothing there of church organization or support—nothing 
but seattered settlements, a few Christians, and hundreds of un- 
evangelized men, women and children. I need not cite other 
problems. My predecessors were burdened by these, as I am, and 
I am well nigh disheartened by the neglected interests they repre- 
sent and the lack of money and of the right men to happily solve 
them. Is it a remarkable problem, or is it my impatience at the 
slow progress of the Kingdom, which leads me to mention the 
scanty results which follow our efforts to save the people. My own 
district is doing comparatively well, and I rejoice in the real 
progress we have made, but our Conference and the entire church 
complains of the fewness of conversions. The smaller number of 
unsaved within our reach has been spoken of. Times and customs and 
attitude toward the book of God have changed. But men still need 
salvation, and there are enough of them in any community in the 
state to test the power of our ministry and our Gospel. I believe 
the Gospel is supernatural. It can save. We have in our charter 
the solution of the question of salvation. But we do not put our 
strength to the real task, nor our Gospel to the real test, if we 
allow our minds to be diverted by a competitive struggle with 
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other churches, by striving for social preéminence, by caring too 
much for the location or rank of our appointment, by consenting 
to a false standard of our work, its financial compensation, or by 
threshing out empty straws of theological statement. 

If our men all go forth to save men where we can find them, and 
go as ministers rather than clergymen, as servants rather than 
lords, and go with a full belief in the divine power and sovereign 
efficacy of our Gospel, we will soon diminish our problems and will 
count them victories. I never felt my own lack of fitness for leader- 
ship in this work more than I do as I review the last year’s work. 
My brethren have done well, but I feel like calling them to the 
effective prayer and the more consecrated labor which will win us 
greater trophies in the days to come. 


R. S. Cantine, was introduced and spoke words of farewell to 
the Conference. 

On motion of G. F. Bovard, S. A. Thomson, E. A. Healy, A. 
Hardie, were appointed a Committee to prepare suitable resolutions 
concerning Dr. Cantine. 

On motion, time was extended. 

G. F. Bovard, P. E., Los Angeles Dis- 
trict, was called, character passed, and he read the following re- 
port. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


Mr. President and Brethren: 


In the time and space allotted for this report, I can but briefly 
outline the work done under the leadership of the pastors of the 
Los Angeles District. Both pastors and people have been loyal to 
all of the interests of the church. It is with a keen sense of loss 
that we record the recent death of the Rev. A. C. Williams, D.D. 
He died in the effective ranks, although he had not been able to 
preach for more than a year. In his long siege of sickness he 
suffered much physical pain, but his mental vision, and spiritual 
insight were as clear as a sunbeam. The testimonies he bore, in 
letters written to me and to others, evinced a hope that was sure 
and steadfast, anchored within the veil. A great and good man has 
gone to his eternal home; and henceforth his name must appear on 
the roll of our honored dead. 

Central Avenue Church, to which Dr. Williams was appointed 
has been faithfully served by W. F. Warren, a superannuated 
member of the California Conference. All points left to be supplied 
were promptly filled. In January last A. A. Graves, who was pastor 
of Central Church, Los Angeles, was transferred to Minnesota

Conference in exchange for Dr. John Stafford. The latter has given 
new life and hope to Central Church, and if the contemplated 
change of site becomes a fact, that society will soon become one of 
the strong churches of Los Angeles: 

Some new fields have been opened up. At Moneta a very 
promising society was organized by Brother T. S. Uren, and at his 
request I appointed F. G. H. Stevens to supply the charge until 
Conference. A good work has been done and the outlook is hopeful. 


Hamilton Church, Los Angeles, has been recently organized, 
and is temporarily worshipping in a tent on the corner of Highteenth 
street and Naomi avenue. It is located in a section of the city that 
is rapidly growing. The Sunday School already numbers nearly 
one hundred. West Adams Street, another important section of the 
city of Los Angeles, has had our special attention. Plans are being 
matured to open up work there in the near future. Some advance- 
ment has been made along all lines of work. We have had some 
assistance from evangelists. Messrs. Potter and Bilhorn, of Chi- 
cago, spent about two months in Los Angeles and Pasa- 
dena, conducting revivals in five of our churches. Many 
were saved, and the membership of the churches quickened. 
Evangelist Hugh E. Smith has also rendered valuable ser- 
vice from time to time. The pastors have had unusual 
success this year in Soul-winning. In some instances, we 
have had special outpourings of the Spirit, and in others it has 
been a continuous shower of Spiritual blessings. More than 1000 
conversions have been reported during the year. Never in the his- 
tory of the District was the Spiritual condition of the Churches 
more hopeful. The result of this increased Spirituality are mani- 
fest in the Sunday Schools, Epworth Leagues and public congre- 
gations. The officers and teachers of the Sunday Schools seek 
diligently to lead the scholars to decide for Christ, and in many of 
the schools they have been rewarded by seeing a goodly number of 
the boys and girls converted. 

The Epworth Leagues are true to the Church, and cheerfully 
fall into line with the plans of the pastors for aggressive work. 
The District League is well officered with bright young people, full 
of zeal and enthusiasm, who are planning for a general forward 
movement the ensuing year. They share with us the pleasure of 
the presence of our International President, Bishop Joyce. The 
Juniors, in many of the churches are in important departments of 
the work. Conversions in our Class-Meetings and Prayer-Meetings 
are not uncommon occurences. The men’s prayer-meetings in Los 
Angeles and in some other points have become a very important 
factor in the Spiritual life of the Church. Through this particular 
agency scores of men have been saved during the year. The An- 
nual Campmeeting held at Long Beach, brought rich spiritual 
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blessings to many hearts. Special City Missionary work has been 
carried on by Dr. J. P. Widney and his helpers. The results of 
their labors cannot be stated in figures, but were you to visit the 
homes in that part of the City, you would find many evidences of 
their faithfulness and success in carrying the Gospel to the poor, 
and the suffering. 


The Spanish Mission has been aggressive and successful. The 
services are well attended. The pastor J. H. Limbs reports a goodly 
number of conversions, fifty-eight members in full connection and 
thirty-five probationers. The work has been carried on at a great 
disadvantage because of a lack of funds. We most earnestly re- 
new our request of last year for an appropriation of $500 for this 
important work in Los Angeles, and we ask our presiding Bishop 
to use his influence with the General Missionary Committee to 
secure said amount. 

The Industrial School for Spanish girls has been carried on 
another year with increased success. A new site has been pur- 
chased and a school building, modern in all of its appointments is 
almost completed. The building and furniture will cost about $8000, 
and there will be no debt. The school is under the management of 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. The building formally 
used for the Industrial School has been purchased for Thirty-five 
Hundred Dollars, and will be used as a Hospital in connection with 
the Deacons Home. 

The Chinese Mission is a very difficult work, owing to the 
fact that we have no Mission property. We have $2000 already in 
hand, and could possibly raise $2000 more toward securing perma- 
nent quarters for the Mission. We need, however, at least $10,000. 
in order to purchase a lot and erect a suitable building. The pas- 
tor, Rev. Chan Kiu Sing reports some progress. A few have pro- 
fessed conversion, been baptised, and received into the church. 
Their contribution to the Missionary cause is $103.00. 

Among the colored people of Los Angeles, the Rev. F. L. Don- 
ahoo has been laboring for three years and six months. He has 
had many difficulties with which to contend, and yet he has seen 
the work advance steadily. He reports conversions, and a large 
number of accessions by letter. 

The finances of the District compare favorably with former 
years. The amount paid for Ministerial support is in excess of 
any previous record. Notwithstanding this fact there are many 
charges within the District which must have help from the Mission- 
ary Society, or the work cannot be sustained. The pastors have 
faithfully presented the claims of the various benevolent societies, 
and circulated literature, thus giving all the information possible,

touching the great opportunities that are open to us for extending 
the kingdom of Christ in the world. The Sunday Schools and Ep- 
worth Leagues are all in line and have cordially co-operated with 
the pastors in their efforts to meet the apportionments. As to how 
well in detail they have succeeded, the statistical tables must show. 
But this one thing I do affirm, that whereas the General Missionary 
Committee apportioned to the Los Angeles District $4600. as its 
pro rata share of the $1,500,000 to be raised, the District has re- 
sponded with an offering of more than $11,000, which is more than 
$1300 above the amount asked of the entire Conference, 

Add to this the generous contributions to the Woman’s Home, 
and Foreign Missionary Societies and it reveals to us something of 
the Christ-like spirit abiding in our pastors and people. 

The aggregate amount asked of the District for Conference 
claimants has been raised in full, and more than $16,000 added to 
the Permanent Fund for Superannuates. 

The church property has had careful attention. Important im- 
provements have been made. More than $500 has been expended 
on our church at Compton. A new organ at an expense of $300 was 
placed in our church at Alhambra. Improvements to the extent of 
$120 have been made on our church at Gardena. More than $500 
‘was invested in chairs and carpet for the Sunday School room of 
our church at Long Beach, and a subscription of about $4000 raised 
to cover the debt of $3500. More than $100 was expended on repairs 
of Central Ave. Church. New carpet and some other improvements 
at an expense of $150 have enhanced the value of our Haven Church 
property. The Epworth League room of Newman Church has been 
remodeled and beautified at an expense of $200. Vincent Church 
has added a new piano. A small chapel at Hynes is now in process 
of construction, and when completed will be valued at $1500. 

.About $125 has been spent on the church at Santa Monica. The 
church at Santa Fe Springs has been repainted, papered and the 
platform and aisles carpeted at an expense of about $200. 

More than $100 has been expended on the parsonage at Trop- 
ico, and a more eligible site for a new church soon to be erected, 
has been secured. Centennial Church, Los Angeles, has recently 
purchased a very choice corner lot 104x140 feet on 22nd Street and 
Union Ave., on which to build its church home. 

South Pasadena has paid its debt of about $400. University 
Church has enlarged its Sunday School room, making it one of the 
most complete in the city. It has also built a large sunny room 
for the pastor’s study, and has provided for the payment of the 
debt on the parsonage. The cost of these improvements is more than 
$7000 which is fully covered by cash and notes bearing six per cent. 
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interest. Union Ave. Church has a new bell, a new organ and a 
new parsonage of seven rooms. San Pedro has added to its prop- 
erty a new parsonage of six rooms valued at $1500. A parsonage 
valued at $2000 is approaching completion at Prospect Park. 

Fernando Church is in the midst of building a parsonage which 
will cost about $1800. Lincoln Ave., Pasadena, has built a delight- 
ful parsonage valued at $2500 and spent about five hundred dollars 
on church improvements. 

Westlake Church, Los Angeles, has put carpet on its Sunday 

School room, remodeled and made available its gallery, and put in 
a fine pipe organ, at a total expense of about $4500. 

Pomona has increased its Sunday school facilities by adding 
class-rooms and other conveniences. It has also purchased during 
the past year this beautiful pipe organ. The cost of the improve- 
ments including the organ is about $5000. 

The little chapel at Ocean Park was inadequate to the de- 
mands of our work. It has been soremodeled and enlarged as to 
make it virtually a new church. It was dedicated free of debt 
August 10th. 

The Boyle Heights new church was dedicated by Bishop Ham- 
ilton the 29th day of last December. The building is modern in 
every particular, with splendid facilities for all kinds of church 
work. The entire cost of the building including the furniture was 
about $15,000 of which $8000 has been paid in cash, and the re- 
maining $7000 is more than covered by interest bearing bonds, 
payable in monthly installments. So rapid has been the growth 
of our work in that charge that the official Board is already con- 
fronted with the necessity of enlarging the Sunday School room 
and building a gallery in the auditorium. 

First Church, Pasadena, the most complete and beautiful 
church building of Methodism on the Pacific Coast, was dedicated 
by Bishop Cranston, the 8th day of last December. In former re- 
ports I have described the building in detail. I will only add, that 
the high expectations of the people as to its adaptability to the 
various forms of church work have been fully realized. The cost 
of the building including organ and furniture was about $85,000. 
On day of dedication more than $30,000 was subscribed, which was 
sufficient to cover all indebtedness. The statistics will show an 
indebtedness of about $20,000, but we must bear in mind that the 
trustees of the church hold interest bearing notes, which more 
than offset the debt. Both Pastor and people deserve great credit 
for the marvelous success of this church enterprise. Not con- 
tent to rest after this great accomplishment, First Church opened 
up a Mission on Lake Ave., purchased a neat Chapel from a sister 
denomination, and is taking care of the Mission Sunday School, 
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which numbers more than 100 scholars. The property of Lake 
Ave. Mission is well worth $2500. 

The University of Southern California continues to prosper. 
The educational work being done is of a high grade. We have a 
most excellent corps of teachers. The increased enrollment of 
students indicates that our people are becoming more interested 
in our school. Our field Secretary T. C. Miller has faithfully 
pressed the claims of Christian Education and has fully met the 
expectation of the Board of Trustees in the matter of securing 
endowment. 

The Los Angeles District has not been derelict in its duty in 
response to the call of the Bishop’s for a Twentieth Century Thanks 
Offering. 

Since January 1, 1899, more than $44,000 has been given on 
endowment of the Superannuates Fund. 

More than $40,000 has been given to the Missionary cause in 
excess of our regular apportionment. 

More than $33,000 paid on debts, and more than $125,000 paid 
on University endowment, which makes our total offering more 
than $242,000, an average of more than $36 per capita, which is four 
times our pro rata share of the $20,000,000 asked of the church.

SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


W. M. Sterling, P. H., San Diego District was called, character 
passed, and he read the following report: 

I desire first to gratefully record the fact that death has not 
visited any of the preacher’s homes during the year and that they 
and their families have enjoyed usual good health, with the follow- 
ing exceptions: Three months ago Bro. J. C. Gowan was nervously 
prostrated, and has been unable to do any work since, and is yet 
seriously ill. Mrs. Haywood of Riverside early in the year suffered 
a very severe and critical illness from which she has slowly re- 
covered and at this time has nearly regained her usual vigor. 
The wife of F. M. Moody of Elsinore has not been benefitted by the 
climate of Southern California, as she and her husband most 
fondly hoped, but has been ill the entire time since coming here 
and is now in the hospital at Pasadena, with not very flattering 
prospects of a speedy recovery. 

In January W. L. Miller of Elsinore was transferred to the New 
York East Conference and at the same time F. M. Moody was 
transferred from that conference to the Southern California Con- 
ference and appointed to Elsinore. W. H. Williams, a “supply” 
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at Oceanside was succeeded in July by B. C. Smith a student of 
the University. 

There are thirty-six Epworth Leagues on the District with 
increasing membership, these are all doing good work and are a 
source of encouragement to the pastors. There are twenty-six 
Junior Leagues on the District and a Sunday School in each 
charge, and by these the boys and girls are being trained for the 
work of the Church. 

During the year more than three hundred have joined the 
Church on probation, two hundred have been received into the 
Church from probation and more than eight hundred by letter, 
making a total increase, approximately of thirteen hundred; about 
five hundred have been dismissed by letter. 

These interests of our Church have been diligently looked after 
by the pastors and I trust the results will be satisfactory; the Mis- 
sionary collection will be several hundred dollars in excess of the 
amount asked, or what was ever raised on the District any previous 
year. 

Many of the Leagues and Sunday Schools have pledged gen- 
erously to the endowment fund of our University. 

Not as much has been raised on indebtedness as in Some for- 
mer years, yet the showing I think will be creditable. Santa Ana 
has lessened its indebtedness by $1500. The $2000 on the San Ber- 
nardino Church has all been subscribed and one-half the amount 
paid and forwarded to the “Board of Church Extension.” 

Florida has paid its debt of $300 of long standing and the 
people were happy over the burning of the mortgage. 

Arlington has diminished its parsonage debt by $100 and pro- 
poses to pay that amount yearly till the debt is cancelled. 

Rialto has paid a like amount and expects to make annual 
payments of $100 till the parsonage is unincumbered. 

Ontario has paid on indebtedness $600, likewise North Ontario 
$1000, and at Lordsburg and Banning smaller debts have been can- 
celled, making a total of $5150 paid on indebtedness. 

On church and parsonage at Whittier $650 have been expended. 
Much needed improvements have been made on the parsonage at 
Cucamonga, at a cost of $600. 

Highlands has a commodious church building, but up to this 
year the interior has been unattractive, but by the expenditure of 
nearly $500 it has been made beautiful to look upon, and the people 
are justly proud of their house of worship. 

Central Church and parsonage at San Diego have been marvel- 
ously changed by paint and paper; the cost of the improvement 
was $450, which was a large sum to secure on that charge. 

Ontario has paid $650 on improvements, 

Westminister has expended $225 in general improvements, on. 
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church and parsonage. At Santa Ana the ladies have added to the 
parsonage furnishings, $175 worth of furniture. 

North Ontario has improved the parsonage property to the 
amount of $125. 

Colton and Elsinore have improved their churches at an ex- 
pense of $175 and $100 respectively. 

Glendora and Highgrove have each spent $100 on the houses 
of the preachers, and Azusa $130, while at Orange $115 has been 
applied to the improving of the church. 

At Chino, Rialto, Garden Grove and Corona lesser sums have 
been expended on the property. The total for improvements is 
$4408. 

Fullerton Church is progressive, so, early in the year lots were 
purchased and a good seven-room modern house was built; the lots 
and building cost $1900. At Highgrove the parsonage began last 
year has been completed, costing $1700, it is an eight-room house 
and is much appreciated by the pastor and his family. Riverside 
has had a year of phenominal prosperity and the good people there 
entirely outgrew the thought of their pastor living in the old house, 
which was by no means the best when new, twenty years ago. 
The enterprise of building a new house was heartily entered into 
and on the old site today stands the finest Methodist parsonage in 
all Southern California, and a house that compares favorably with 
any in the city. The cost of the building was $4000, all provided 
for. 

Newport Beach is a delightful summer resort some ten miles 
from Santa Ana; this place has been supplied by our Conference for 
seven years, the preachers speaking in the pavilion, which for many 
reasons was undesirable. The company now in possession of the 
Beach has generously donated lots for a church and has also con- 
tributed money, which with subscriptions by residents and patrons 
of the Beach gives us a handsome sum with which to erect a com- 
modious house of worship, which it is expected will be completed 
this Fall. 

Last year the unused church at Encinitas was taken down and 
moved to San Marcos; this year it has been re-erected and neatly 
finished within at a cost of $500. It was dedicated on December 
8th, with appropriate services, the seating capacity is two hundred, 
which is fully tested each Sunday. 

The Spanish Mission in Redlands has held its service in the 
English-speaking church which was inconvenient to both parties. 
Those interested in this work decided to build a church for the 
Mission, and the result is a very neat, substantial and commodious 
building, costing $1500, all of which has been paid. The church 
was dedicated June 15th by Dr. Green who has charge of the Mis- 


sion. 
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At Hemet our people have always worshiped part of the time 
in the Baptist Church and part of the time in the High School hall. 
Last Spring the society though small and possessing but little 
means said, ““‘we must have a church home.” Lots were generously 
donated by Mr. Whittier, who has large interests in the town and 
he also subscribed liberally to the building fund, and all the Method- 
ists had a mind to pay and work, and today Hemet has a handsome 
Methodist Church, with a seating capacity of three hundred. The 
building completed will cost $2000 and if the “Board of Church Ex- 
tension” grants the amount asked, the house will be free from 
debt. This church is nearly ready for dedication now. At San 
Dimas a chureh building was begun last year by Bro. J. C. Gowan 
and completed this year, and dedicated June 15th. Rev. B. S. Hay- 
wood preaching the dedicatory sermon. The seating capacity is 
three hundred and the cost of building $4200, all of which has been 
provided for. This is a beautiful little church, its furnishings com- 
pare favorably with the large churches of our cities. The wisdom 
of building at San Dimas is seen in the crowded congregations each 
Sunday. 

These churches I have reported are small yet important in their 
localities and greatly and lovingly appreciated by the people. They 
also represent, I believe, a degree of self denial and even sacrifice 
on the part of those building them that does not appear in the 
building of the larger churches in our cities. Our Society at Red- 
lands enlarged the First Church buitding twice and though the 
second enlargement furnished seating room for seven hundred, this 
has become too small for the rapidly growing congregation. Last 
year lots were purchased at a cost of $11,000 and paid for; this 
year the old church building and site has been sold for a good 
price, which, with generous subscriptions from the people have put 
into the hands of the trustees $27,000 with which to begin the new 
enterprise; the work is progressing finely and in a few months 
Redlands will have a church which for beauty of architecture, 
seating capacity and convenience for all departments of church work 
will not have its equal in this part of the State. The building is 
old mission style. The material used will be pressed yellow brick 
up to the gables, from that up to the roof cement. There will be 
seats for 1500 and all in view of the speaker. The cost when com- 
pleted will be $35,000 or more. The total amount raised during the 
year for new buildings is $34,900. 

The Spanish Mission with headquarters at Redlands embraces 
also San Bernardino, Riverside and Colton. This work is certainly 
prospering as the building of the new church referred to would in- 
dicate. Quite a large number have been baptised and joined the 
church during the year, and the preaching of the Gospel has had 
a generally good and we hope lasting influence upon these people, 
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but in order to secure permanent good to them it will be necessary 
to educate the children in distinctly Christian schools; train them 
in Protestantism as their parents were trained in Romanism, then 
as they come to manhood and womanhood they will possess stable 
Protestant characters, if not Christian. 

For several years our church in Riverside has fostered this 
work. A number of the members of the church have taken a deep 
interest in helping these dark minds into the light of Divine truth 
and all that have been interested in any way, have been much 
gratified by the results; this last year has been the best in the his- 
tory of the mission. Bro. Haywood who has an aptitude for mission 
work anywhere, has been a great comfort and inspiration to the 
helpers in this work and those to be helped as well. 

In reporting. the work of the District, I have not mentioned the 
names of the pastors in connection with their respective work; 
allow me now to say in a general way, that I believe in the ordin- 
ary work of the charges, these men with their wives have been 
faithful and diligent and have grieved because greater results have 
not followed their efforts. In the extraordinary work, such as build- 
ing, paying debts, improving the property, these faithful, God-lov- 
ing men have been the inspiration of all these undertakings. All 
have done well and nobly; and some, in order that the work might 
succeed have not hesitated to take their place beside the hired 
workmen and toil day after day in the heat. Surely these, with 
all the others shall have their reward.

PASTORAL ADDRESS. 


To the Brethren and Sisters, Members of the M. EH. Church within 
the bounds of the Southern California Conference: 

We, as your pastors, bring you this as our annuai greeting. The 
Church of Jesus Christ is alike the heritage of pastors and peo- 
ple. In common with you, we rejoice at the large measure of pros- 
perity vouchsafed to’our beloved Zion during the year that has just 
closed. This prosperity is evinced in the increased and intensified 
interest in the cause of Christian education ‘as is manifest in the 
large sums given for the endowment of our own University. We 
would most heartily commend this institution to all who are seeking 
for their sons and daughters a higher education under influences 
helpful to the maintenance and development of Christian character. 
This prosperity is further manifested in the largely increased sums 
for the various benevolent enterprises of the Church. Our offering 
to the cause of missions alone is about $8000 in excess of that of 
last year. This prosperity is further evinced in the increasing in- 
terest and wonderful success of our Young People’s Societies. We 
suggest that a serious question for every Epworth League president 
to ask this next year is not “How many members have we?” but 
“How much of a spiritual force are we in our community?” But per- 
haps the most important feature of our prosperity is seen in the con- 
version of so many precious immortal souls in our various charges 
throughout the Conference. In view of this success, our obvious 
duty as pastors and people is, not only to conserve what has been 
gained, but to seek an equipment for further conquest. For such 
conquest we direct your attention, first, to that which is personal, 
and would urge upon you the importance of seeking that complete- 
ness of Christian character and experience for which such abundant 
provision has been made in the atonement-of Jesus Christ, and the 
possession of which furnishes the best equipment for further aggres- 
sive work and still greater achievements, and more glorious victory. 
In this connection we would impress upon you the supreme impor- 
tance of the Christian home, which should be the ante-chamber of 
heaven. To make it such we must sacredly guard it against im- 
proper associations, whether of a personal character or otherwise. 
To this end proper literature brought into the family is of great im- 
portance. We would earnestly advise not only the exclusion of such 
literature as is plainly demoralizing, but as well, that class of light 
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literature whose tendency is to divert attention from the things that 
make for peace. To this end we would urge upon you the impor- 
tance of reading the literature of our own church. We would 
strongly advise the cultivation of religious conversation among the 
members of the family, and last, though not least, the importance of 
maintaining family worship, in which all who can should take part. 
How restraining, indeed, are the gracious influences of family wor- 
ship upon parents and children, and how precious these influences 
will be in the years to come—“Thy children shall rise up and call 
thee blessed.” 

The faithful observance of the above cannot fail to inspire and 
stimulate to greater activity in every department of Christian work. 

- We are sure you will unite with us in the earnest desire and confi- 
dent expectation to save our children to the church. One impor- 
tant step in this direction that we fear is too often neglected is the 
dedication of our children to God in holy baptism. 

We need not urge upon you loyalty to the church in nen doc- 
trines, polity and means of Grace, but we would call upon you all, 
with faith in God and loyalty to duty, to carry forward this next 
year the spiritual work of the Church. 

May the revival fires be enkindled upon our altars and urn 
with quenchless and ever-glowing flame; and may it be the motto 
on every Christian banner and the prayer of every Christian heart, 
this wish of Brainerd: ‘O, that I were a flaming fire in the service 
of my God!” 

Finally, brethren, pray for us, that the Word of the Lord may 
-have free course and be glorified in our midst.

Memoirs. 


Rev. A. C.“UWiilliams, D. D. 


“Know ye not that there is a prince and a great man fallen 
this day in Israel?” 

Addison Crawford Williams was born on the 23rd of June, 1834, 
in Allegheny City, 
Penn. He came of 
good Irish stock and 
inherited much of that 
wit and geniality that 
always marked him in 
private and public life. 
Thrown upon his own 
resources in early life, 
he learned the art of 
rope making and soon 
became an expert. 
While at work at his 
trade he was. also 
busily engaged in cul- 
tivating his active 
mind, and laid the 
foundation for an edu- 
cation that fitted him 
for the positions he 
was afterward called 
to fill. Although not 
permitted to take a 
college course to gradu- 
ation, he became a 
scholar of more than 
| ordinary ability. He 
has an inquiring mind 
and loved books of 
the higher and better 
kind. Metaphisics was 
to him a pastime, and 
he loved to read the 
books which required 
intense thought. Be- 
ing a modest man and 
disinclined to boast it 
is not known from 
what institutions he received the honorary degrees he so worthily 
wore. His father intended kim for the profession of law, but God 
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had a higher and holier calling for him, and he became a winner 
of souls. He and C. C. McCabe were intimate in early life, and 
each in his sphere has wrought mightily for God and humanity. 
The following list of appointments will attest his popularity and 
success: Denmark, Burlington, Fort Madison, Mt. Pleasant, Des 
Moines, and Indianola, all in Iowa; then in St. Louis and Kansas 
City; then in Lincoln, Neb. From there he went to Minnesota. 
and was stationed in Minneapolis and Northfield. In some of 
these cities he enjoyed two pastoral terms, always giving great 
satisfaction. Coming to this conference in 1888 he at once took 
high rank as a preacher and pastor, serving Simpson, University 
and Central in Los Angeles, and Pomona and Riverside. In this 
latter charge he was immensely popular and greatly beloved, and 
here he met the foe that at last overcame him. His last great. 
sermon was preached at the Long Beach camp meeting two 
years ago. That sermon will linger always in the memory and 
hearts of those who heard it. Like the dying swan his last notes: 
were the sweetest. It has been said that his preaching in Cali- 
fornia was never up to the high level of his Eastern sermons. If 
so, what must have been his former efforts? While in St. Louis, 
Bishop Bowman was a member of his congregation, and he 
declared that Dr. Williams was the ablest preacher west of the 
Allegheny Mountains. On his 25th birthday he married Miss 
Edith Candy, with whom he lived in constant joy until 1896 when 
she preceded him to the haven of rest. Three sisters remain, and 
are living in Iowa. To Dr. Williams and wife were given seven 
children, one of whom died in infancy. Six of them remain to 
mourn his loss: George, attorney at law, in Chicago; Charles M., 
of Los Angeles; Mrs. Lola Hosier, Kansas City; Mrs. Geo. Hitch- 
cock, of Claremont; and Misses Mary E. and Letitia E., of Los 
Angeles. He made his home with the last named daughters and 
received from them loving and tender care. In his relations as 
son, brother, husband and father he was a model, and his life 
bore testimony to his great affectionate heart. He loved to preach 
and once told the writer that he would like to live a hundred 
years to preach the Gospel. He believed God, and never doubted 
one of his promises. He was not an emotional preacher, but was 
clear, sound and convincing. He sought to find out all that could 
be found, and took God’s word for what God has not revealed. 
His perennial wit and genial personality made him hosts of 
friends among the ministry as well as among the laity. But our 
beloved Dr. Williams is no longer with us. We are sorely bereaved, 
yet we mourn not as those who have no hope. He served God and 
his generation well, and as the son of a king has gone to his 
coronation. He fought the fight, the victory won, and now is 
crowned at last. It is ours to take up the work he left unfinished. 


“It is not death to die, 
To leave this weary road, 

And ’mid the brotherhood on high, 
To be at home with God.” 

Dr. Williams today is holding a conference with Dr. Hough, 
Dr, Dandy and others who have been transferred from this con- 
ference to the General Assembly above. 

“Is not e’en death a gain to those 
Whose life to God was given? 

Gladly to earth their eyes they close 
To open them in heaven. 
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Then let our sorrows cease to flow 
God has recalled -his own, 

But let our hearts in every woe 
Still say, “Thy will be done!”

Mrs. A. A. holden 


Sarah Kilburn, beloved wife of Rev. A. A. Holden, was born in 
the village of Newboro, Province of Ontario, Canada, Oct. 5, 1857. 

She was born into a Methodist home, and had all the training 
and culture that such a home could give. From earliest childhood 
she was at home in the Sunday School, the prayer and class. 
meetings, and indeed in all the work of the Church. During her 
earlier years she greatly enjoyed meetings for the promotion of 
holiness, which were regularly held in the home of her grandfather, 
Colonel John Kilburn. At the age of eighteen she publicly pro- 
fessed faith in Christ as her Savior, and united with the Church. 
She immediately became an active worker, and in a revival which 
ensued she made the members of tne choir, of which she was the 
organist, the especial subject of her prayers and persuasion, and 
had the great joy of seeing almost every one saved. In June, 1882, 
she was united in marriage to Rev. A. A. Holden, and. went with him 
to the Maberly mission, where together they passed three years of 
hard and difficult work, and saw many saved. She then spent two 
happy years in the beautiful valley of Arn Pryor on the banks of 
the Ottowa, and here, too, many souls were brought to Christ. In 
1887 health considerations led them to come to Southern California. 
Sister Holden greatly enjoyed life in this summer land. She shared 
her husband’s labors in the following charges: Oneonta, Corona, 
Banning, Orange, Elsinore Ensenada and Fairview. At Fairview her 
health began to fail, and after a period of intense suffering she 
entered into rest at sunrise on the morning of the 5th of January, 
1902. 

Mrs. Holden was a woman of rare natural gifts, which had been 
trained and chastened into a beautifully rounded character. She

Reports STaNnDING CoMMITTEES 


BENEVOLENCES. 


It is with the most profound satisfaction and gratitude to the 
Great Captain of our Army that we have heard the reports from our 
Presiding Elders, which have indicated so much of growth. The 
material advancement has been great, indeed. We remind the 
brethren that this is the time to be on our guard, for except the 
Lord build the house, they labor in vain who build it. What profit 
shall it be, though we build large churches, make great contribu- 
tions to benevolencies, pay the debts that burden our Universities 
and endow them (all splendid works), if our children and our neigh- 
bors and state are not saved. These things ought you to have done, 
and not to have left the other undone. We are more responsible 
for our own children than all other children in the world. We are 
more responsible for our own church that it stay by its post and 
press the battle than for all other churches. More for our own 
State. We regret that, as we have heard, there are such large parts 
of California where there is no preaching service. 

We are not forgetful of the great pressing need of our Foreign 
work. The South American Annual Conference, at its recent ses- 
sion held at Buenos Ayres, March 18th, 1902, adopted a resolution 
affirming that when a penitent proclaims himself saved by the grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, if he is a Roman Catholic, the Church 
would command him to retract all that he has said concerning the 
Teality of his experience. It would then characterize as a delusion 
of the Devil all that he had felt in that experience. How much 
need, therefore, that such babes in Christ shall be encouraged and 
entrenched in the faith. We call your attention to the fact that 
owing to the oppression of the colored people of the South, numbers 
of them are flocking to the Coast, and there is but one of our Metho- 
dist Episcopal Churches among colored people in Southern Califor- 
nia. Some steps should certainly be taken to look after this impor- 
tant work, and we recommend it be given special attention. We 
recommend the suggestion of Dr. G. F. Bovard regarding the secur- 
ing of a home for the Chinese Work. 

We make these special references, but are not unmindful of the 
other worthy causes that cry to us day and night for help. 

May the Lord greatly bless us and make us worthy of the high 
vocation wherewith we are called. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 


We rejoice with you in the generous gifts that during the past 
year have poured in upon our institutions of higher education 
throughout the entire church, both because of the increased possi- 
bility of usefulness thereby, and because of the growing interest thus 
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indicated among all our people in the cause of higher education. 
We rejoice in the splendid work done bl all our schools. We heart- 
ily commend the excellent work for higher Christian education 
which is being accomplished by the church through the 
Board of Education. We especially approve of the emphasis laid 
upon educational excellence and genuine spirituality as the true 
ideal of our schools. 

We urge that Children’s Day be observed and a collection taken 
in every charge according to the Disciple. 

During the past year the Board aided students who gave their 
home residence or church relationship as within the bounds of our 
Conference to the number of thirteen and to the amount of $690.50. 
The contributions of our Conference received by the Board for the 
year were $573. Our minutes show a large number of charges not 
contributing to this fund. 

We recommend the officers of the Board for their energy in col- 
lecting loans, and we urge all beneficiaries within our own Confer- 
ence to make as prompt payment as possible. We commend the 
Christian Student and the Cokesbury Guild to all our people. We 
are especially pleased that the Board of Education proposes to cele- 
brate the bicentenary of John Wesley’s birth, and we promise our 
own hearty cooperation. 


UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


But we recognize that your interest centers in our own school. 
We most heartily congratulate you upon the splendid showing made, 
and the superb work being done by the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Last year more than 600 students were enrolled and the 
graduating classes numbered 43. 

It appears from the Treasurer’s report that the assets of the 
University, not including the new endowment, are: 

First, the property of the College of Liberal Arts, amounting to 
$113,000 net. 

Second—The Maclay College of Theology, the net endowment 
or which is $36,000. Recent sales of real estate from this endow- 
ment give promise of the reopening of our College of Theology at 
no distant date, in compliance with the resolution on the part of the 
Board of Trustees to do so as soon as the income shall make it 
practicable. 


COLLEGE OF LIBERAL ARTS. 


We rejoice with you that the endowment fund begun by our be- 
loved and sainted brother, the Rev. A. M. Hough, and his devoted 
wife, has gone well beyond the $200,000 mark. 

That the growing income from tuition fees and endowment has 
reached such a figure that, with generous offerings from the 
churches, the running expenses of the school shall be fully met. 

That among students, faculty and alumni there is rapidly devel- 
oping that genuine college spirit that is absolutely essential to the 
building of a great school. 

We take pride in the fact that our preparatory school ranks 
among the very first in all the State, and that in the eleven annual 
Intercollegiate Oratorical contests of Southern California, our repre- 
sentative has been successful seven times. 

For all these things, and yet more, for the superb hope that 
springs from them for greater things in the years to come, we con- 
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gratulate you. We rejoice in the splendid success that has attended 
the school during the first year under the management of Dean 
Randall. 

The most earnest thanks of all the friends of the institution are 
due to the generous donors whose noble gifts have made the marvel- 
ous financial and educational success possible. We recommend: 


(1.) That Epworth League College Day, November 9, be ob- 
served in the interests of the University of Southern California, not 
for the purpose of raising money, but to awaken yet more wide- 
spread interest, disseminate information, and turn the thoughts of 
prospective students in that direction. 


(2.) That the churches be asked to raise an amount equal to 
25 cents per member this year for our University. 


(3.) That the Trustees be urged to provide for the liquidation 
of the present indebtedness as rapidly as possible. 

We most heartily endorse our Field Secretary, the Rev. T. C. 
Miller, and his reappointment for the coming year. 

Your committee has been greatly pleased to learn that the Board 
of Trustees has under consideration the erection and equipment of 
a gymnasium for the school.

We are especially gratified that the Pacific Coast Book Concern 
at San Francisco has by able management, not only lived without 
drawing upon the general stipend appropriated for that purpose, 
but has actually been able to turn back a dividend into the General 
Book Concern of $1200 last year, a little larger amount this year, 
and will evidently increase that sum in the future. 

This is our own Pacific Coast Repository; its managers will 
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gladly furnished at order any books wanted by our people, fill all 
orders for Sunday School supplies, and render all services within 
the power of any publishing house in the world. 

Therefore, let us urge our people to patronize exclusively our 
own Book Concern. 

The managers are to be congratulated upon securing as chief 
clerk in the stock department so genial and capable a man as Rev. 
H. W. Waltz. We are glad to speak, here, of the splendid editorial 
work done on our Conference Advocate by the editor, Rev. F. D. Bo- 
vard, D.D. This is of so high an order as to provoke comment and 
induce quotation from the ablest editorial talent in the land. 

The value of this paper to the Methodist homes and the spirit- 
ual work in all our charges cannot be computed. It benefits also to 
the Book Concern as an efficient advertising medium, for our best 
literature is doubtless far more than the, now, trifling cost of the 
paper above its income. 

While we feel highly gratified at the fact that this paper has a 
patronage of about 50 per cent. of the Methodist homes within its 
territory, scarcely any of the older Advocates having more than 30 
per cent. of those within the patronizing territory, yet we believe 
that it is easily possible for the pastors to secure at least 500 more 
subscribers to the present 4500. When with 5000 subscribers it will 
be on a paying basis.| We therefore recommend that all the pastors 
select a Sunday in October for Advocate Day, so that the circula- 
tion may be brought up to or beyond the mark.

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STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Our Methodism has an eye for everything that is good, and a 
heart of love to lift up all the fallen. Methodism is not superficial 
or accidental, it is God’s thought robed in government and policy. 
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Our Church is profoundly interested in the welfare of our 
Republic specifically and the world generally. We are advancing 
in this Conference with a sweep of action caused by prayer, faith, 
toil and sacrifice. These results are permanent and bear the 
impress of God’s approval in our territory. 

The relation of Methodism within our Conference bounds is 
one of fraternity and Christian fellowship. We retain our dis- 
tinctive elements of character and policy.

We are powerful 
commensurately with our purity. A converted brain and a sanctified 
heart is the motto of our Church. Let all our people, young and 
old, acquiesce in this, then we are safe. 

Good literature is imperatively necessary in our Church. We are 
glad this provision is met. It is with pleasure we commend the 
Epworth Herald and our California Christian Advocate, and all 
other Methodist literature. 

Our “Twentieth Century Fund” is vocal with victory, thus 
showing the fidelity of our Church and Conference. Financial 
success has not debarred us from saving souls through Christ. God 
has placed upon us His divine sanction in this our work. If there 
has been any doubt of the religious elements of power in our Church, 
there need not be now. God is for us, and with us, and all is well. 

Our revivals manifest this fact, that our altars are still lighted 
with spiritual power, not as a torchlight alone, but as a steady 
glow of immortal fire, warm with the divinity of Christ and the 
truthfulness of the Word. 

Our missionary work calls forth our gratitude. Our educational 
work has been wonderfully successful during the past year, under 
good leadership, and greatly inspired by the efforts of Bishop 
Hamilton. Methodist education pays our Church as no other one 
investment can. 

As a Church we are right on the temperance question, notwith- 
standing representations to the contrary. No Church is more 
advanced on this question than our own. No body of people worship- 
ping God does any more for the destruction of the liquor traffic. 
We are willing to covenant with all men to do all we can for its 
destruction everywhere. For this we hope, pray and vote. 

The secret of power for success in all these things is the 
presence of the Holy Ghost. We are the living sons of God. Our 
humbleness of faith, our courage in proclaiming full salvation 
through Christ, are truths, as necessary for man’s salvation as 
oxygen to the ‘atmosphere. Without them we can not spiritually 
live. Our prayer is: 


“Refining fire go through my heart, 
Illuminate my soul. 

Scatter thy light through every part, 
And sanctify the whole.” 
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REPORT OF THE TEMPERANCE COMMITTEE. 


“Tt is good neither to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor anything 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, or is made weak.” 
Rom. 14: 22. Here Paul lays down the principle of self-denial 
which should govern every Christian in reference to this temperance 
question. Knowing that strong drink causes multitudes to turn 
from the path of righteousness, we as a Church of Christ do most 
solemnly pledge our hearty support to this great reform. 

Though this appaling evil still walks the streets of many of 
our large cities, yet Christian people have reason for encouragement, 
and still intend, with the divine blessing to carry on this holy war in 
the certain hope of final success. We rejoice greatly that our laws 
give every municipality the power of suppressing the liquor traffic 
within its bounds. This really puts in our hands the necessary 
authority, so for as the present state of the conflict is concerned. 
It now remains for us to disseminate information that the con- 
sciences of men may be enlightened, and that a fine public sentiment 
may be created. 

Since this is a work of such magnitude and complexity, it 
requires much grit, courage and wisdom. On no account should the 
Church retire from the conflict in this modern crusade. But let us 
give all diligence: 

1. That suitable efforts be made to have our common school 
books on physiology truly scientific in their statements concerning 
stimulants and narcotics. 

2. That ministers observe Temperance Sunday by preaching 
appropriate sermons. 

3. That Loyal Temperance Legions be organized wherever 
practicable. 

4. That our Sunday-school superintendents and teachers give 
proper emphasis to the temperance lessons, so that the scholars 
may be won to this righteous cause. 

5. That ministers exercise much care in the appointment of 
their Temperance Committee at the fourth Quarterly Conference. 

6. That special attention be given to the circulation of proper 
literature—literature giving reliable information, and appropriate 
to the present emergency in this vast temperance campaign. 

It must be remembered that the subtle saloon power makes 
it necessary for Christian workers to be wise as serpents in order 
to cope with this potent enemy of our race. This it the time for the 
conservation, organization and focalization upon one paramount con- 
sideration—the anti-saloon movement. There must be no division 
in our ranks and no dissipation of our energies. For the time being 
at least, let it be our firm determination: 

1. To undertake only those measures that are well within 
the realm of the possible. 

2. To avail ourselves to the full extent of the provisions of the 
law that will serve our beneficient purposes. 

3. To so shape our plans and conduct our work as to provoke 
the least possible opposition. 

Therefore, beloved brethren, fully inform yourselves on all the 
legal points involved; make good use of all available legislation; 
attend the primaries and see to it, as far as you are able, that 
suitable men are placed in nomination; and let us all unite in a 
supreme effort to close every saloon in this part of the State. We 
devoutly render thanks to our Heavenly Father for what hag been 
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done, and for the apostolic workers who have been consecrated to 
this blessed reform, and we ask the prayers and co-operation of all 
Christian people for a gracious revival in this holy cause. 


ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


; The obligation of all men to observe the Lord’s Day has its rise 
primarily in the authority of God’s Word, and secondly in the 
physical, intellectual and moral necessities of man. It is the duty 
and privilege of the church to create and foster a public sentiment 
that will tend towards a more wholesome and reverent regard for 
the Sabbath. Preachers can contribute to this end by discourse and 
example. 

We deplore the noise and confusion of public activities that rob 
us of the quiet of our holy day. Public conveyances, milk and huck- 
ster wagons are not helpful to the religious life. The secular papers, 
whether published on week day or Sunday, are a diverting process 
that leaves a sad vacuum of religious thought and feeling. They 
ought to be invisible on the Sabbath day. Our business men can be 
made to feel that there are other days favorable for advertising as 
well as Sunday. The Sunday advertising, with its display and con- 
gestion, should not be used by Christian men as a factor in their 
dealings. 

We need some wholesome Sunday laws, and we firmly believe 
that there is a growing and vigorous Sabbath sentiment in the 
public mind that would demand and secure their enforcement. 
Preacher and people ought to work together to this end to save us 
from the dangers that exist in Huropean countries. 


In the matter of Sabbath observance, judgment should begin at 
the house of God, for our people lend their sanction too easily to the 
desecration of the day by buying and selling what are regarded as 
necessary articles, such as milk, meat, vegetables and newspapers, 
and we might here add the demoralizing influence of Sunday gossip 
and visiting. 

We have listened with delight and profit to the masterly and 
illuminating discourses of Rev. S. W. Gamble on ‘‘The True Sab- 
bath of God,” at this session of the Conference, and we emphatically 
commend his book as an effective antidote to the pernicious and 
poisonous teachings of the Saturdarians. 


We are impressed that pious talk will not suffice to correct the 
deplorable desecration of the Lord’s Day. We urge our people to 
take higher ground on the question of Sabbath observance. We 
should not nullify our profession by ceasing to “Remember the Sab- 
bath day to keep it holy.” 

A committee having been appointed in the California Conference 
for the purpose of securing better laws in regard to Sabbath ob- 
oservance. We deem it advisable to have a committee of three ap- 
pointed, which will form a commission with other committees that 
have or may be appointed, to act, agitate and secure legislative and 
municipal laws concerning the Sabbath throughout the State of 
California. We also invite Rev. S. W. Gamble to visit our churches 
and present the Sabbath question and to cooperate with the com- 
mission aforementioned. 
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The Bible Cause is fundamental to the life of the church. Back 
of the practical work of the church is her faith, and back of her 
faith is the source of that faith. the Word of God. Therefore it is 
of the utmost importance that the Bible be in the hands of every 
man that he may study it and so obtain the divine food to nourish 
his soul, and through him the great congregation. We urge, then, a 
more vivid realization on the part of our pastors and people of the 
Bible as the foundation of our Christian commonwealth. 

The work of the California Bible Society is deserving of the 
highest praise and heartiest support at our hands. The thousands 
of copies of the Scriptures sold and given away by the California 
Auxiliary, and the nearly a hundred million of copies disposed of 
through the world-wide Bible Society have each been a blessing, 
bringing forth blessed results sometimes a thousand-fold. We com- 
mend the work of this Society. 

We urge the freest circulation of the Scriptures in Spanish 
among our Spanish-speaking people, realizing that the Word will 
have an authority towards salvation for them greater than that any 
minister can have; and we desire our preachers to obtain and dis- 
tribute such Spanish copies. 

We reaffirm the position of the Conference last year, that the 
Bible should be used in the Sunday-school, the lesson papers being 
used only for comments and helps. 

We also readopt the desire of the California Society in ordering 
that all money raised for the Bible cause be divided equally between 
the California and the American Bible Societies. 

We endorse the American standard revision, and commend it 
to our people as the nearest approach in English to the original, 
and so possessing the greatest inherent power when read by 
Christians. 


WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Your committee recognizes the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society as one of the most heroic and efficient organizations of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. It is an organization as loyal as love, 
and merciful as redemption, and as tender hearted as a Good 
Samaritan. It believes that the Cross should everywhere follow the 
flag of our country. 

It is less than a quarter of a century since its organization; 
and in that brief period the W.H.M.S. has become the indispensible 
handmaid of the Church in educating the colored girls of the South, 
in welcoming the immigrant, in succoring the Indian and in carrying 
a practical Gospel message to men of all climes and colors who 
crowd to our shores to find a home among us. Its Christ-like spirit 
carries its beneficience to the despised races as well as to those 
who stand higher in the social scale. This Society also stands back 
of every frontier pastor in our Church, assuring him of substantial 
help in money and supplies while he maintains the struggling 
Church in the face of the enemy. We are proud of our Conference 
organization of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, and its ever- 
expanding work among us. The Deaconess workers, who labor under 
its supervision and direction are everywhere welcomed by our 
pastors and the demand is greater than the supply. 

Their work among the Spanish speaking people is also com- 
mendable, and the DePauw Industrial School for Spanish-speaking 
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girls, soon to be housed in its new home, is a monument to their 
zeal in this direction. 

These women have raised for their work during the year, $12,700, 
an advance over last year of $5,400. They have swelled the Twenti- 
eth Century Offering with the respectable total of $15,000. 

We recommend the Home Missionary work to all our charges 
and pastors, especially urging the “Frontier Collection.” This form 
of self-help, in this Conference, preceeded the organization of the 
W. H. M. S. among us by a couple of years. It is our own time 
honored agency of self-helpfulness. Let every pastor take this 
collection. 


WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has a record of 
standing in the very forefront of all laudable missionary enterprises, 
and its history for the past year is fully up to usual record. 

It has established hospitals, maintained dispensaries, sustained 
training and boarding schools, and sent out missionaries and Bible 
readers to proclaim the unsearchable riches of God. 

We are especially happy to note the past year’s success of the 
Pacific Branch of this great organization. It has seventy-six 
auxiliaries, having added four new ones during the past year, with 
a total membership of 2323, who have contributed during the past 
year, $7456.80, which makes a little over three dollars per member. 

In view of the fact that the Parent Board has been obliged to 
reduce its appropriations to many of its foreign fields, we more 
especially appreciate the W. F. M. S. in giving this timely and 
gracious assistance. And believing that this work is one with ours. 
as pastors we will cheerfully welcome them to our charges and 
render whatever assistance we can. 


VETERANS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The Veterany’ Association of the Southern California Conference 
met in their annual meeting in the Steward’s room of the M. E. 
Church, Saturday, September 27, 2 p. m. 

President William Pittinger in the chair; C. P. Wilson chosen 
Secretary for the term. 

The following were chosen officers for the ensuing year: C. P. 
Wilson, President; A. N. Field, Secretary; A. B. Morrison, Treasurer. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF EPWORTH LEAGUE 


It has been a peculiar privilege to us as members of the 
Epworth League to have present at this session of our Conference, 
the President of our inter-national organization, Bishop Isaac W. 
Joyce. We rejoice not only in his kindliness, culture and con- 
secration, but also in his confidence in the loyalty and devotion of 
the young people of the Church, and in his optimistic views for the 
future of the Kingdom. ‘We pray God that his life may be long 
spared to. us that the Church and the League may enjoy the in- 
spiration of his loving leadership. 

We recognize that the chief mission of the League, as of the 
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Church, is the winning of souls for Christ, therefore we recommend 
that our Leagues earnestly co-operate in all revival efforts, that 
great care be taken in the selection of the First Vice-President, 
and that the said Vice-President be given generai charge of the 
devotional services; and that the Sunday evening service be made 
evangelistic in character. 

We earnestly recommend to our Leagues increased activity in 
house to house visitation upon the sick, the aged and the strangers 
of the community. 

We recognize the great need for a more intelligent piety, and 
for a more thorough knowledge of the doctrines, history and in- 
stitutions of our Church, therefore we earnestly commend to our 
young people the careful perusal of that splendid journal, the 
Epworth Herald, edited by Dr. Joseph F. Berry, and the three ex- 
cellent books which constitute the Epworth League Reading Course 
for the current year. 

We believe the Junior League to be an important factor in the 
care and culture of the child life of the Church, and we recommend 
that chapters be organized in all charges where there are not 
already such organizations. 

We recommend that this report be read in every chapter in 
the limits of the conference. 


REPORT OF AUDITING COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee on Auditing Presiding Elders’ Reports have 
examined them and find them correct. 

In addition to the appropriation made at the last Conference, we 
find vouchers for $483.00 from the Los Angeles District, and $200.00 
from the San Diego District, for special work in the Spanish Mis- 
sions. 


ANTI-POLYGAMY REPORT. 


Mormonism is one of the great evils of our nation, and is an 
omnipresent menace to its peace and a blot upon its Christian char- 
acter. By its organized system of proselytism it reaches every com- 
munity of our own country, and is sending its emissaries into every 
civilized and heathen land, perverting the teachings of Christian 
faith by its corrupting doctrines and practices. It is extending its 
political influences into all the States adjacent to Utah, and by this 
is holding a strong balance of power in our National Congress, 
thereby preventing legislation which is necessary to stamp out this 
most disloyal and un-Christian system. 

In its continued practice of polygamy it is defying the moral 
sentiment of the American people, and still expects to gain its pur- 
pose of forcing its dangerous doctrines upon the nation. 

We therefore urge upon our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress the necessity of a strenuous effort to incorporate into the 
National Constitution the amendment which is now before Congress 
making the practice of polygamy a crime. 
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The Sunday-school holds a vital relation to the Church, the 
home and the eternal destiny of human souls. In this important, 
hopeful work several things are essential. 

First, the aim or purpose of the Sunday-school needs to be 
emphasized. This is not simply to teach the appointed lesson, 
however well that may be done. The supreme object of the Sunday- 
school is to bring souls to Christ, and build them up in Christ. With 
most of the scholars the Sunday-school is the only chance the 
Church has for this vital work. Shall this only opportunity be lost? 

Great care should also be exercised in the selection and training 
in heart and mind of teachers for the Sunday-school. 

We also urge the use of the literature provided by our own 
Church in all our Sunday-schools. 

We recommend that wherever practicable the Home Department 
be established. This is a distinct branch of the school for the 
benefit of those who are unable to attend its session, but are willing 
to study the lesson at home. 

Since the Sunday-school Union of our Church aids every year 
about 3,500 needy schools with literature, with no resources except 
the collection in the Churches, we urge that an offering be made for 
this cause in all our charges. 

The vital problems of our work are those of securing the attend- 
ance of children at church, and providing such accommodations and 
ministrations for them as shall save them to the kingdom of God. 


CONFERENCE DEACONESS BOARD OF NINE. 


The Deaconess Board of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
has carefully superintended the Deaconess work during the 
year and assiduously looked after the health and comfort of the 
Home in Los Angeles. We cordially commend the same Board 
in their 4gcision to raise one hundred dollars this year for the San 
Francisco Training School. They ask the Conference Board to co- 
operate with them in the payment of $1500 which they agree to 
raise for the purchase of the property near the Home, which has 
been the Spanish Industrial Home and will now be known as the 
Deaconess’ Annex. This assistance has been cordially promised. , 

’ Dr. Beard has visited the Home and met with the Board and 
we gladly recognize his help and counsel. 

This year began with four Deaconesses and one probationer in 
the Home, two on leave of absence and one at work in First Church, 
Fresno. 

Miss Hoover and Miss Phillips have married, the latter being 
now Mrs. Dr. W. K. Beans of Sacramento. 

The Probationer, Miss Christie is in the Training School in San 
Francisco.

CONFERENCE TRUSTEES 


Report of Treasurer to Southern California Conference, held in 
Pomona, California, Sept. 24, 1902: 

As I am treasurer of the Conference Corporation, and also of 
the Hough Endowment Fund, I will combine reports into one. 

The following changes have occurred in the Funds: 


Conference Fund—On December 30, 1901, Mr. S. W. Little made 
a generous donation of four $1000.00, 5 per cent. bonds of the 
California Portland Cement Company, which will add $200.00 per 
year to our income. 

On March 13, 1902, Mr. M. A. Weir and his wife established 
the Weir Annuity Fund, by a donation of 5000.00 cash, on which 
we pay them an annuity of 6 per cent. during the life of both or 
either of them. 

Rey. W. R. Goodwin has paid to me cash on our proposed 
Superannuate Endowment Fund, the sum of $26.10, the proceeds of 
collections on that account. 

Annuity Fund—E. A. Healy, the secretary of the Annuity 
Society has paid to me $128.95, the proceeds of his collections 
from annual subscribers. 

Hough Endowment Fund—Again has our generous friend, Mrs. 
Annie G. Hough added to this great benevolence. She has conveyed 
to the trustees a forty-acre tract, lying one mile east of Florence, 
and containing a productive eucalyptus grove. Though Mrs. Hough 
retains control of the property for the present, it has been conveyed 
to, and the title is now in the trustees. 

Under the terms of a lease made to Mr. HE. Moat, the ruins of 
our warehouse on upper Main street has been repaired by the 
leasee, and the property will hereafter bring us a net rental of 
$325.00 per year for ten years, with a substantial increase thereafter 
during the continuance of the lease. 

Two lots in the Pomeroy and Mills addition, and a lot in the 
S. A. Widney tract have been recently sold—the former for 
$700.00, the latter for $150.00. 

The Conference Endowment of U. S. C. Fund still contains one 
note of $100.00, which I suggest you to order transferred to the 
Treasurer of the University. 

The rentable property under our control is now all occupied. 
The cash capital has been and now is safely loaned, and what 
stocks and bonds we have bring us regular dividends. There is 
no interest or rent due and uncollected, and there are no liabilities 


unpaid.
